Dr. Bond, federal inspectors. The 
infected cattle were shipped frona 
the Chicago stock yards to the Boar- 
bon stock yards, at Lnui.-ville Thiw 
is the first appearance uf the dla» 
ease in Kentucky. Bullitt cuunty 
will be quarantined immediately. 

J. W. Newman, secretary of agri- 
cullure, immediately ordered P.L.litt 
county quarantined against Al ,ahip- 
mentsof eattle and ordered the B. ur^ 
linn stock yards quarantined againat 
all shiiiments except for immediatfr- 
slaughier. 

The iederal government on luea^ 
day added Kentucky to tbe list of 
quarantined States. 

Agricultural Agent W C. Richird- 
son in conversation with the Ken- 
tuckian representative, said the 
utmoat caution will have to be used - 
to avoi<1 tlie .-■ptcailin/r nt t iie il:-jaae. 
It is spread by I'oiUi..-- ef ti e ^r.'rr.a 
and the first thinn to dn. r io keep 
cattle of all kinds at home. Keep 
them away from all sources jf in-- 
fection and i roir.iit and tous^ 
action will .-non eia lieate tlie di-ease 
in Kentucky. As yet if is nearly 2(H> 
miles from Hopkinsville and there is 
no cause for alarm.

Its ravages are not confined to» 
cattle. HoRs. sheep, goats, hi rsea. 
dogs, cats and even poultry beins, 
. liable to attack. The disease pr»> 
vails in European ei imtrios and 
j causes great lo-^ses. The aetual mor- 
tality is low. but serious losses result 
from the lusii of milk and tlesh in 
animals. Its every appearance io 
America has been (|uiekly sui)preas- 
ed. The government has taken hold 
of it this time with great energy aad 
quarantines have beaa astabtishsd im . 
fourteen Ststes. 

The disease Is first indicated by th» 
animal suffering from a chill, quick- 
ly followed by fever, which may riae 
to 106 degrees. In one or two daya 
small vesicles about the size of peaa.. 
appear upon the mucous membrans»> 
of the mouth at the border ami upj^-i 
surface of the tongue near the tip. 
inside of the eheeks, on the gunia 
and the inner surface of the lipa, at 
OB the margin of the dental pad. 
These contain a yell, .wish watery 
fluid and gradually become more ex- 
tensive as the (l:,-.ease advances. Soou 
after the eruptions have appeared in 
the mouth, it will be noticed that 
there is a consideraUo redness, sw . i!- 
ing and tenderness manifested abuut 
the feet. Eruptions similar to UUMe 
ill th«i mouth appear a day or tarc^ 
later. On nilik cows the udder* 

show the same Vesi^'les, which ma> 
turn to dei'ji obstinate fissures. Xbtt 
disease may run its course in 10 tw- 
20 days or it may Uke several months 
for the animal to entirely recover.
